The liberals recognise un 
other need of liumaiiity, and allow 
Kim« boan for recn-aiion and Mnute- 
oenL But tlicro nroy be waste of 
time under uiiy of tliceo limitations, 
and tliry uiiiy M> to aomaexiciii vio 
laird without wiMte. Time is wa.slisl 
that doex nut pnttlure bciieOt of «cnK 
kind tu the individual, but the kiiuU 
of iHMiellt to which lie is sUM'eptiblc 
an< Ml nianv aud the nccdKof dillcreiil 
iiit'ii so various that there is an alniiMt 
iiiliiiilt! vuriflv of wavs in wliii-h time 
niuy be uwfully fiiipluyi-il.

Mvrrv one has ikiIicimI tlial III a ^v^ll 
ordered holl.si'holii or slltijirvcry tool 
has its place and work priH-eeds sya- 
tetnaticaily. One thinpf is m> soone:* 
done than onotlicr is ready at hand, 
and tbe tools are always in order ana 
ready to bo taken up. On tho other 
hand, iu n di.sonleriy lioiisi-hold or 
shop, workinjf without melliiMl, there 
are frequent interruptiims or di'luys 
while the question i.i iH-iiip con.sidered 
wliultudu next, or while siarcli is be- 
ing made for tools that whi n found 
have to ba put in order liefoni thninaiu 
work can be begun. A few miitutea 
out of an liotir may bo \viu>tod in such 
delays, but in tho actfregato they 
amount to 11 total that shuns this tone 
ono of tho most 'common and almost 
unnoted sotirces of the waeto of time. 

Ill larpe eslnbliNhments eniployiiiK 
tin saiius of men tho eiQployiT has to 
look after llio |K)s.sible w.asic of linio, 
by as many imlividiialsas lariniilu s, 
and hisprosiii-rity or f.ulun: any lai n 
upon this simple question of a wuslo of 
f*™*!, .In »ucb a cnso the loea by tho 
individual ia so grc ly mulUplieJ that 
in a aingle day it may amount to 
encnigh to ^t tbe profils of n close 
businen. This is tho reason for tho 
attention pivcn in iiuinufueturiiiK cs- 
tuhlislmii-nls lo uiilnnds of iloinif 
work and for the strict rules govern- 
ing the admission and departure of 
workingmon. 

To the individual it sometimes seems 
unneoMiary to cloae the doors at 7 
o'clock anu compel a man who is ono 
niiiiiite late to lose u quarter of a day, 
hut a hltlo ealiMilattoii shows tlio iie- 
cesaily for such a rule. It is not only 
the individual who would lose tinie if 
such rulos did uut uxint. Tiio w hole 
establishment would be domoraliied if 
they were not established aud en- 
forced, thousiinds of dollam' worth of 
machinery would lie idle, alon^; \\ith 
tho workmen, and it would be iinpoKsi- 
ble to keao the work moving from da- 



purtnii'iil fo ih'p.ii'tiiientMnB lO'avotS 
further waste ol time. 

In a workshop employing 3.000 man 
five minutes' wusteU time by each man 
inaday would ineuii the h<ss of the la- 
bor of twenty-live nun fnr a day of 
ten hours, besides the iiiriih-iital losses 
due to idle iiiachiiiery and tho llilll- 
nllty'iif l-ri'piii;,^ the whole e-sUlblish- 
ment coiistiiiitiy eiiipluyiMl if thero 
should be uncertainty as lo the out- 
put fi-om auy denartmrnL The ex- 
treme caso uf a lurj^i estiiblishmciit 
only M-rves lo isiiiil out what 
takes place on a hiimlli r si-ah> in small- 
er fuetoriesanif w orkslio|is where there 
is hu'k of method or disregard of rules 
as to tbe hours of labor. 

Tbe partieular wayi in wMeh time 
should IM employed (always aMuming 
they uro not positively harmful) aw 
really of h'>^s iiiipoi'l.iiaa> tlian tluU 
tlieroi-liould bo iiK'llanl in the use of 
time and avuiilanni i f thu smaller 
items of wastotli.it umiU from carc- 
lessucaa ill prvparuliuii, tliougbllcss- 
iiess and a uegloot of qritHlV~4klti- 
mure Sun.

In a stale of unbrokun Bleep. 'I'hiH is 
thi' jirohlem of hibernation— a creat 
Jell! more debated in former times 
than now. Aristotle bo^n tbe specu- 
lations about it, and extended bis in- 
quiry to certain of the tithes of the 
igean Sciu Hardly any naturalist of 
note misjied writinj; about it towards 
tbe end of the last century, or io the 
early part of the praaeot ona. .Zha 
curiosity has always been irreataat io 
referi'nee lo those few of the higher 
uiiiiuiils wlio liavetii"' faeviilyof coiling 
themselves up in a hole in the ground, 
and going tonlei-pfor months together.

Tbe ezplanntinn is that the wlntei^

is it probable lh.it the Imnoy .stored by 
bees U oi*ilitiarily ho inteniled. In 
those cases where an external store is 
provided It aeemt rather to aarva aa a 
auppiv for tbe first dayi or weeki 
after waking, when the creatures would 
n(tt have the >trength. even if they bad 
the opportunity of going in oearoh of 
their food. "Hia real wtotar alorab 
within them. A wlntaraloeper, snob as 
the bat. or the dormouse, or the marmot 
feeds upon itself. The o.tso is not the 
same as in a shi.'op buried in a snow- 
drift, or as in the famous imho o( .Mar- 
toll's fat pig. Tiiese unlm»l.i also feud 
upon themaolve*. but theb- life goea on 
at full blast, their breathing and their 
other functions being hardly lossnoUva 
llian listial. I'he hibornutor mokea 
fewer calls upon its husbanded re- 
•oureaa, Tbe great and ineaaaantly 
aotive muscle of tbe heart ti tba only 
tisfue that needs to be supplied with 
force-producing material, although all 
the muscles get a share of the miiseU?- 
food that Is In the bhxKl, and Hn» in a 
peculiarly overcharged or irritable 
atata in cODSequenoe of havlaf nothing 
to ipend their foroe upon, lie grand 
resource of the winter-sloepiT Is ita 
store of fat. It acoumulat4>s a tjuite 
unusual amount of fat iu the summer 
and autumn, and disposes it moatljr tn 
certain Interior deposits, which are 
abundantly provided with blood ves- 
sels. Now, in ordinary clrcumstancea, 
fat la of no use fur ilring force aod 
heat unless then) be plenty of fresh 
oxygen constantly carried to It by the 
blood to bum it; it la like the oombua- 
Uon of a eaadle, which can not go on 
exeopt in the prosonoe of air. But the 
sleeper (loe.s not breathe; ttio blood 

carried nu fresh oxygou from the air to 
the fat or to any ether tissue. Wo 
require another kind of process 
to convert the fat into force, or 
nto muscle-food for the boart. Tbe 
explanation of this is found In the veg- 
etable kingiioin. Many seeds, and in 
a leas degree, some bulbs and tubers, 
have tbeUr winter store partly tn tbe 
form of oil or fat; when they begin to 
sprout In spring, the first change ia 
order to make the fat available for tbo 
materials of growth is to have it con- 
verted Into sugar and starch. That la 
done by moans of a ferment aotion, or 
change of state, the ferments being va- 
rious. The same subtle transforma- 
tion takes place in the winter-sleeper's 
store of fat ; if it liepenii.'il n[H>Ti burn- 
ing its fat In the usual way, by con- 
stant rappUaa of fretb oxygen. It

no oxygen, but is actually most olTect- 
Ive When oiynen ia exeluded. 

And now comes the atranfteat thini; 
In the whole problem of winter sleep. 
The animal hm'h into winter quarters 
with a preat store of fat and comes out 
with its fat tissues all wasted, shriveled 
and used up. On the other hand It 
comes out of iti sleep having lost little 
nr nothinir in welKht, and with an 
ahuiidnnt store of another kind, which 
has accumulated entirely while it was 
anlecp. The new store has ocotimu- 
luteil lit the expenae of the fat, or the 
store of tbe latter has been slowly 
changed Into another store of a mu)>- 
stance specially suited to fee4i the heart 
nil through the winter and to feed the 
or^-anism generally in the first d-.-.yn 
after iti awakinir- This store is the 
lo-ealledblbematinirgbmd. Itfollows 
the same main lines of diapoaltton as 
the fat Htere. being a store tissue in 
the pruper sense of the term. It is of 
the color of liver and is mostly packed 
upon the back, between tha ahoulder- 
blades, sanding extensions under tbe 
oollnr-bones, and down into Iho chest 
around the heart and the great vessel:!, 
and among the innscIo.i of the nocltand 
shuiiUlers. It is us closely in eontiu't 
with the blood-vessels as tbo fat store 
Itaalf; the blood takaa up tbe liquidated 
assets from the latter and deposits 
them in the former, whence they are 
e;i!-i-iu,l Its they are wanted to feed the 
heart during the long winter, and the 
organism generally In the first day .4 of 
bestirring itself. No one has yet 
cheinically examined that derived or 
secondary store into whicn tbe fat is 
changed, lliil th(;ro is no doubt that It 
Is animal starch or siit^itr. just as in 
seeds the oils change into vegetable 
starch and sugar. Animid ataroh or 
sugar Is the proper food of musole; 
it is the food that the heart has re- 
quired the whole winter long to keep 
it going as an unceasing mustiulur 
force-pump, and what remaina of the 
store (a largo qiuntlty) Is quickly 
u.«'.a up by the other muaolaa when the 
hilx^rnator begins to be lively, and In 
producing the sudden int'rcno of in- 
ternal heat which Ihi' wiikiui; Btal<' de- 
mands. All tba blb.jro',lors have that 
peculiar gland or alora of animal atareh. 
and some animala haveltwhlah are 
not winter sleepen In the alrict sense. 
The animala that have it ore those 
that live In holi» underground, with 
tittle air. and go abroad at night A 
ipeciiil provision suited to their habits 
has been turned to account by some of 
thetn so as to enable them to pass the 
wh.ile winter iu profound wU*,ip, with- 
out food and without air. It is one of 
the strangest chapters In the economy 
of nature. Uddly enough it baa been 
•o much disregarded by natural lata an< 
physiologists during the hut furl, 
feara that hardly one modem text 
book gives a dozen lines to it, and 
even Darwin has made h.-inlly any use 
of this general habit of the lower ani- 
mals, and of some of tba higher, aOMmg 
his oharniing illustrations of the ani- 
mal economy.— London Standard.

I'ho 
The jumping mouse coitly slei pini; in 
a smooth nest of clay two feet below 
the ground brings us face to face with 
Iho whole problem of winter sleep. 
The animal had neither food nor air 
fur some six rauntbs of the year, and 
yta it was alive, and wotdd rosiune all 
its old agility with the warmth of sum- 
mer. 

It is clear that wlnter^Ioepera sub- 
sist tor months without food, but It Ii 
not so easy to understand how they can 
do without air. There is, however, 
no doubt about the fact; their breath- 
ing becomes gradually slower during 
the first week or two of their hiberna- 
tion, and soon ceases altogether. 
Nearly all their manifold functions 
cenie to rest. Taking no food, they 
li;i\e iinthin;; to dij;ost; their senses aro 
lost fur the liino, and they are insensi- 
ble tu pricks or plocbing of tbe akin. 
A sleeping marmot bos been trundled 
along tbe ground like un Inanimate 
ball. The only organ thai keeps 
working all the time without a mo- 
ment's rost is tho heart, and even the 
heart is brought down to less than half 
of its usual waking foroe. All those 
facts have been confirmed, it Is nood- 
less to say, by the most minute observ- 
atiuns. I.<*arned (lerinans. ItitliaiiH 
and others have kapt bats, hedgehogs, 
marmots and hamatera in their bad- 
rooms and back kitchens, and have 
watched and investigated the creatures 
In all sorts of ways. There Is no doubt 
at all that, unless when they are iin- 
usuallv distubed, they do not breathe, 
do nut feel, do not exercise any of the 
ordinary functions of their waking 
state, except the groat and indisponsa- 
able fiiMi'iiou of tho heart. Their in- 
ten.nl he-,t i.. Ic-pt u Utile higher than 
the teiiiperiitiiri! of tho air. it la far 
below tho ordinary blood boat, butitia 
just high enough Iu prevent their being 
fro.'xn. Thi; water uf tholr tissues b 
mostly dried up, and evon the bliKid is 
Ihhikcr llian uiual. Their muscles, 
both the voluntary and the Involuntary, 
are iu a state of rigid oontraction— nil 
except the heart of ooune; and even 
the heart's aotion bocomos of the slow 
and mn.ssive kind, as in the muscles nl 
a snail or of a cold-blooded vortob-nto.
